We would like to extend a welcome 
to all Hamlin Exes and hope that you 
have an enjoyable time being back 
home this weekend. As is the cus­ 
tom, a great number of 
people 
have gone all out to make your stay 
most enjoyable. 


Other than a few exceptions, we 
have always had a very high regard 
for the service offered by our tele­ 
phone company, Southwestern Bell. 
We say a few exceptions because 
there are times when it is almost 
impossible to get a long distance 
operator. But fortunately this situ­ 
ation seems to be getting better. 
But while we have this admira­ 
tion for the phone company, we have 
at the same time some misgivings 
about their offbeat cousin—the yel­ 
low pages. 
The average s u b s c r i b e r does 
not ever come in contact with these 
high pressure salesmen, but most 
businessmen can tell you their tac­ 
tics are something else. 
When we were contacted recently 
about the new directory we were 
informed that the rates would be 
higher this year because they were 
printing 1500 more directories this 
year. We asked at the time what they 
were going to do with all of them but 
did not get much of an answer. 
Then last week we carried a story 
stating that 2130 directories would 
be mailed here in Hamlin. This 
leaves us wondering again why 1500 
more directories. 
If they had told us that costs were 
up and they just had to increase the 
rates to make up for this we could 
understand, but we just don’t believe 
they mailed only 630 last year. 


Tuesday, Nov. 3, is another im­ 
portant day in the life of the Ameri­ 
can voter. This is the day when he 
is asked to pay a small price for the 
many freedoms that he enjoys. And 
this is really a very small price 
when you consider how little time it 
takes to go to the polls and vote. 
There are nine contested races on 
the ballot Tuesday as well as seven 
amendments to our state constitu­ 
tion. It is important that these de­ 
cisions be made by the majority of 
the people rather than just by a few. 
While we are not nearly so con­ 
cerned with how you vote as we are 
that you vote, we feel that as a news­ 
paper we have an obligation to state 
our views on the election. 
We would recommend that our 
readers vote a straight Democratic 
ticket Tuesday for a number of rea­ 
sons. The first of which is that we 
feel that Texas is a long way from 
being a Two-Party state and as long 
as the state Democratic Party is in 
the hands of moderates and conser­ 
vatives we feel that they can do a 
better job for us. 
With Democrats holding the vast 
majority of offices within the state 
we can see no good coming from 
trying to put a Republican office 
holder at or n e a r the top of this 
slate. 
While we have never seen the wis­ 
dom in blindly voting fora party, we 
do not feel that the Republicans are 
o f f e r i n g any stronger candidates 
than their Democratic opponents. 
As for the seven amendments we 
view some of them with mixed emo­ 
tions but do not feel that any are so 
important that our state government 
will rise or fall on the strength of 
their passage. 
The only issue on the ballot that 
seems to be drawing any real in­ 
terest is Amendment No. 2 which 
would permit local option elections 
on mixed drinks. With private clubs 
scattered all over the state this 
question even seems to lose some 
of its importance. But this is one of 
those issues where a person must 
vote not so much by reason as by 
conviction. 
The other six amendments would 
likely do more good than harm and 
probably should be passed.

East Box voting at the City 
Hall and the West Box voters 
casting their votes at the 
Hamlin Public School Gym­ 
nasium, 245 Southwest Sec­ 
ond. 
For the first time the Re­ 
publican Party will have a 
candidate for State Represen­ 
tative in this district with 
Miarvin W. Sapaugh oppos­ 
ing Democrat Frank W. Cal­ 
houn. 
In other contested 
races 
Democratic nominee 
Lloyd 
Bentsen will be opposed by 
George Bush for U. S. Sena­ 
tor; Preston Smith will be 
opposed by Republican Paul 
Eggers for Governor; 
and 
Ben Barnes will be opposed 
by Byron Fullerton in his bid 
for re-election.

missioner of Agriculture. 
The seven amendments as 
they will appear on the ballot 
are: 
No. I. ‘The constitutional 
amendment relating to the 
removal, retirement, or cen­ 
sure of Justices, Judges, and 
Justices of Peace under pre­ 
scribed circumstances.” 
No. 2. “Repeal of the pro­ 
hibition against open salons 
found in Section 20, Article 
XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Texas.” 
No. 3 “The constitutional 
amendment to authorize the 
Legislature 
to provide by 
law for the establishment of 


a uniform method or assess­ 
ment of ranch, farm and for­ 
est lands, 
which shall 
be 
based upon the capability of 
such 
land to 
support 
the 
raising of livestock and or 
to produce farm and forest 
crops.” 
No. 4. "The constitutional 
amendment reconstituting the 
State 
Building 
Commission 
as a three-member appointive 
commission.” 
No. 5. “The constitutional 
amendment authorizing any 
county, on the vote of a ma­ 
jority of its qualified property 
taxpaying electors, to issue 
road bonds in an amount not 
to exceed one-fourth of the 
assessed valuation of the real 
property in the county.” 
No. 6. “The constitutional 
amendment 
increasing 
the 
value of the homestead which 
Is exempt from forced sale." 
No. 7. "The institutional 
amendment authorizing the 
Legislature 
to provide for 
consolidating 
governmental 
offices and functions and al­ 
lowing 
political subdivisions 
to contra't for performance 
of governmental functions in 
any county.”

The 
experiment is titled the "Value 
of Milk" and contrasts a de­ 
sirable diet which includes 
milk against a diet of the 
same foods but no milk. The 
experiment is in the sixth 
week and will be concluded 
Nov. 3. The two white mice 
receiving 
milk 
with 
their 
diets have gained approxi­ 
mately 126 grams 
each in 
five weeks. The two white 
mice which do not receive 
milk weighed approximately 
the same at the beginning of 
the 
experiment 
and 
have 
gained 
approximately 
55 
grams each. 
The white mice were fur­ 
nished free of charge to the 
Homemaking Department by 
the American Dairy Council. 
The students each day clean 


the cages and feed the rats.
